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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, "In response to this rejection, it 
is respectfully submitted that the priority data of this application has not been accorded proper weight in assessing the knowledge of one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made. The pending application claims priority benefit to a provisional application 
filed February 10, 2000, while subsequent to the present invention it is routine to find research-related links, commercial product and chat 
room sites, such links were far less common as of the date of invention and Applicant submits were indeed rare as of the date of the 
current invention." 

In response, the Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant and believes one of ordinary skill in the art has a full knowledge of using 
Internet Chat-room/forum to discuss a particular topic of interest, i.e., sleep disorder issues. The Examiner cites/attaches a chat 
transcript for from Dr. Clete Kushida on sleep disorder -October 5, 1999 in which the Chat session was held on Friday, September 24 of 
the year 1999 and published by CNN. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA1971). 



Claim 5, applicant argues, "it is respectfully submitted that Yoshida lacks a teaching as to color 'changing in concert with sound'". 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant because Yoshida teaches 

1 ) the "blue" color at "1 0 Hz to 6 Hz" and sound "present" 

2) the "pale blue" color at "5 Hz" and the sound "absence". 

As such, based on the state of sound "present" or "absence" along with the sound frequency level, the color changes accordingly from 
"blue" to "pale blue" and vice versa, thereby the presented color changes in concert with the sound level and state (see Col. 7, lines 35- 
59). 
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
